Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  Jecember,  1962. 

There  was  a slight  increase  of  267  in  the  estimate  of  the 
population  during  the  year,  but  the  constant  erosion  of  younger  people, 
drawn  away  by  socio-economic  factors  can  scarcely  be  said  to  be  checked. 


There  was  an  increase  of  10  in  the  number  of  live  births  continuing 
the  upward  trend  of  the  previous  tx^ro  years.  Stillbirths  were  a little 
higher  (4  more)  as  were  the  infant  deaths  (3  more). 

Hie  epidemic  of  measles  which  occurred  in  the  previous  year  was 
carried  on  into  1962,  and  in  connection  with  this  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  work  on  a vaccine  to  prevent  this  illness  is  now  at  an 

advanced  state. 


Other  notifiable  infectious  diseases  we re  f ew , and  perhaps  it 
would  be  as  x\rell  if  the  legislat ion  regarding  the  diseases  to  be  notified 
were  reviex^ed  , with  a view  to  annending  the  list,  so  as  to  make  it  more 
consonant  xvdth  present  day  requirements. 

The  position  x^ith  regard  to  tuberculosis  is  encouraging  and  the 
effect  of  modern  therapy  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  death  rate  per 
thousand  in  1942  xvus  just  under  half  that  of  1922  whilst  the  death  rate 
in  1962  was  one-sixteenth  of  that  of  forty  years  earlier.  This,  however, 
should  not  lead  to  complacency  as  any  relaxation  in  vigilance  can  lead 
to  a recrudescence  of  this  disease. 

A side  effect  of  the  smallpox  epidemic  which  occurred  outside  the 
County  is  shown  in  the  spectacular  increase  in  the  number  of  vaccinations 
against  Smallpox.  Money  fcr  the  payment  for  notification  of  vaccination 
is  drawn  from  the  central  national  pool  from  which  general  practitioners 
are  paid,  and  the  countrywide  spate  of  vaccination  made  inroads  into 
these  funds. 

During  the  year  an  outline  of  development  in  the  Local  Authority 
iealth  and  Uelf are  Services  for  the  ensuing  ten  years  was  produced  to 
complement  the  forx*/ard  planning  of  the  hospital  side  of  the  Rational 
Health  Service.  This  x^as  submitted  to  the  County  Council,  which  gave 
approval  to  the  suggestions  contained  therein,  and  discussions  on  the 
implications  of  the  plan  took  pi  cLC  e with  representatives  of  the  Welsh 
3oard  of  Health. 

I am  grateful  to  the  County  Council  members  and  especially  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  General  Practitioners,  other 
^ounty  Council  departments,  voluntary  xvorkers  and  members  of  my 
department  for  their  helpful  co-operation.

nk  must  be  made  stronger. 

Health  Education  and  preventive  work  in  special  problems  must  also 
expanded  and  I believe  these  changes  will  be  reflected  in  any  new 
ogramme  brought  out  for  training  health  visitors.

SOCIAL  WELFARE 


The  Welfare  Department  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Welfare 
Officer  who  is  responsible  to  the  County  Council  through  the  Welfare 
Committee e Welfare  schemes  for  the  aged,  blind  and  deaf  and  other 
disabled  persons  are  being  run  by  the  County  Council.  There  are  three 
Homes  for  the  Aged  in  the  County  at  Barmouth,  Bala  and  Towyn  and  part 
of  Bron-y-Garth,  Penrhyndeudraeth  is  also  available  for  old  people. 

All  blind  persons  of  whom  there  were  92  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  are  visited  by  the  Home  Teacher  for  the  Blind  and  the 
Visitor/Craft  Instructor  teaches  handicrafts  to  the  disabled.  There  is 
co-operation  between  the  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind,  the  Chester 
and  North  Wales  Deaf  and  Dumb  Society  and  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Children's  Officer  is  responsible  to  the  Children's  Committee 
for  children  committed  to  the  care  of  the  County  Council  and  other 
child  care  problems.  The  Council  has  one  Children's  Home  at  Llan 
Ffestiniog.  There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  Officers  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  Children's  Department  and  the  Health  Department. 

The  Care  Committee , a sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee  provide 
assistance  in  kind  for  the  sick  and  ailing  and  in  the  financial  year 
1962/63  the  Committee  spent  £2,478  on  after-care.  The  Voluntary  Old 
People's  Welfare  Committee  under  the  auspices  of  the  Merioneth  Social 
Services  Committee  provided  assistance  to  a few  needy  cases. 

There  are  two  Family  Planning  Clinics  in  the  County  - one  at 
Blaenau  Ffestiniog  and  one  at  Dolgellau.  These  clinics  are  run  by 
voluntary  associations.  The  County  Council,  however,  gives  a financial 
contribution  towards  both  clinics  and  provides  accommodation,  free  of 
charge,  for  the  clinic  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog.  Dates  and  times  of  the 
clinics  are  as  follows 

Blaenau  Ffestiniog Second  and  fourth 

Wednesday  in  the  month 
at  2 p.m. 

Dolgellau  Second  Wednesday  and 

fourth  Monday  in  the 
month  at  2 p.m. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  Chiropody  Service  which 
provides  treatment  for  the  elderly,  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped 
persons  at  a standard  charge  of  2/-d  per  treatment.  Three  part-time 
Chiropodists  are  employed  - two  employed  directly  by  the  County  Council 
and  one  through  the  agency  of  the  Merioneth  Rural  Community  Council. 

The  County  Council  resolved  in  June  to  provide  domiciliary  treatment 
for  certain  approved  cases  at  no  extra  cost  to  the  patient. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Chiropody  Service  is  fulfilling  a 
distinct  need  in  the  Community  and  this  is  reflected  in  a steadily 
increasing  demand  for  appointments  at  the  clinics.  The  County  Council 
are  considering  the  appointment  of  a full-time  Chiropodist  in  the 
future . 

The  days  and  places  of  the  clinics  are  as  follows :- 
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IMMUNISATION 


During  the  year  the  County  Council  changed  over  from  the  use 
of  single  vaccines  for  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  to  Triple  Antigen, 
which  is  a combined  vaccine  giving  immunity  from  Diphtheria/ Who  oping 
Cough  and  Tetanus.  This  Triple  Antigen  is  now  used  by  the  Authority's 
Medical  Officers  and  is  available,  free  of  charge,  for  use  at  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  throughout  the  County. 

Tables  VII  and  VIII  give  the  figures  for  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough.  These  figures 
include  the  immunisations  with  Triple  Antigen  given  since  July  which 
have  been  recorded  in  both  the  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Tables  this 
year,  but  which  will  in  future  be  recorded  on  one  Table  under  the  headin* 
'Immunisation  - Triple  Antigen' . 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

Table  IN  shows  the  figures  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox 
during  the  year  and  it  will  be  seen  from  this  Table  that  2688  Primary 
Vaccinations  and  2089  he -vaccinations  were  given  throughout  the  County. 
This  figure  is  very  much  inflated  compared  with  previous  years , the 
reason  being  the  smallpox  outbreak  which  occurred  in  this  country  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  vast  majority  of  these  vaccinations  were 
given  during  that  two  to  three  month  period , and  the  numbers  had 
settled  back  to  their  usual  pattern  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

The  programme  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  for  adults 
and  children  was  continued  throughout  the  year  both  by  the  local 
authority  Medical  Officers  at  clinics  held  in  schools  and  other 
premises  throughout  the  County  and  by  General  Practitioners. 

Oral  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  by  means  of  Sabin  Oral 
Vaccine  was  commenced  on  the  1st  March  and  proved  to  be,  from  its 
commencement  more  acceptable  to  the  public  than  the  previous  Salk  type 
vaccine  given  by  means  of  injection,  1400  doses  being  given  during  the 
first  three  months  of  its  use. 

A stock  of  Salk  Vaccine  is  still  kept  by  the  Authority  and  is 
available  for  cases  in  which  it  is  requested  specially  by  the  patient 
or  the  General  Practitioner.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  these 
requests  were  very  few  and  far  between,  and  no  more  than  10  doses  are 
now  used  in  a month. 

Up  to  the  31st  December,  11,030  persons  in  the  County  had 
received  three  doses  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  and  3»5°0  schoolchildren 
under  12  years  of  age  had  received  the  fourth  dose.

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VACCINATION  AGAINST  SIIALLPOX 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  Mental  Health  Worker  was  away  during  the  first  9 months  of 
the  year  attending  a course  in  Psychiatric  Social  Work  at  Manchester 
University  but  before  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  possible  to  see  the 
lines  on  which  the  County’s  Mental  Health  Service  could  best  be 
developed.  The  service  is  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  (a)  the 
mentally  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal  and  (b)  the  mentally  ill. 

As  regards  (a)  it  was  thought  best  to  deal  first  with  children 
under  1 6 years  of  age  by  providing  two  Ray  Training  Centres,  one  at 
Dolgellau  and  one  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog.  Attempts  to  find  suitable 
accommodation  were  not  successful  before  the  end  of  the  year  but  we 
can  be  certain  that  before  the  end  of  1963  a fair  proportion  of  the 
County’s  mentally  subnormal  children  will  be  receiving  instruction  at 
Training  Centres.  The  adults  in  this  section,  as  has  been  the  custom 
for  some  years  were  visited  by  Health  Visitors,  and,  in  cases  of  special 
need  by  the  Mental  Health  Worker  also.  Short  term  accommodation  at 
Hospitals  was  arranged  for  both  children  and  adults  whe n this  was 
essential.  At  a later  date  it  may  be  necessary  to  go  into  the  question 
of  hostel  accommodation  and  sheltered  workshops,  especially  for  those 
children  who  will  have  achieved  a certain  amount  of  independence  through 
attendance  at  Junior  Training  Centres. 

O.P. Clinics  are  held  at  Garth  Angharad  Hospital  where  subnormal 
patients  are  seen  by  Dr.  Craft,  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Oakwood  Park  Hospital,  Conway. 

As  regard  (b)  above,  it  is  not  the  aim  of  the  Mental  Health  Service 
to  unnecessarily  pursue  all  patients  who  have  received  Psychiatric 
treatment  if  they  are  able  to  resume  their  normal  life  without  any 
difficulty.  '/here  help  is  needed  the  patient  is  referred  by  the 
Hospital,  either  to  its  own  P.S.W.Dept,  or  to  the  Local  Health  Authority 
depending  on  which,  in  the  view  of  the  Medical  Officer  concerned,  will 
best  assist  the  patient.  Other  patients  may  be  referred  by  their  own 
Doctors, by  Health  Visitor's,  or  by  an  anxious  relative.  These  latter 
are  often  referred  before  a Psychiatrist  has  been  seen  but  it  is  usually 
possible  to  persuade  a patient  to  visit  an  Out  Patients’  Clinic  when 
this  is  thought  advisable. 

Out  Patients  Clinics  are  held  cnce  a month  at  Dolgellau,  where 
patients  are  seen  by  a Consultant  from  the  North  Hales  Hospital,  Denbigh 
A number  of  patients  arttend  Out  Patients  Clinics  outside  the  County,  e.g 
at  Wrexham  and  Bangor. 

The  staff  at  present  comprises  the  Mental  Health  Worker,  who  is  now 
a qualified  Psychiatric  Sociax  Worker,  and  four  part-time  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  each  covering  one  area  of  the  County,  mainly  for  the  purpose 
of  admission  of  patients  under  Section  25  > 26  and  29  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act,  1959. 

The  County  Welfare  Officer  also  participates  in  the  Mental  Health 
Service  in  that  members  of  his  staff  visit  some  mentally  disordered 
patients  who  can  benefit  from  having  handicrafts  to  do  at  home  and  a 
few  patients  also  attend  Social  Centres  run  by  the  Welfare  Staff. 


EPILEPTICS  AND  SPASTICS 

Reports  are  received  periodically  from  various  hospital  clinics  on 
Epileptic  and  Spastic  Children.  0ne  child  admitted  to  Haghull  Home 
for  Epileptics  in  1956  left  the  school  in  April  and  another  child  was 
admitted  to  the  school  in  May.
